THRAC

The Town Hall Renova- 
tion Advisory Committee 
alongside McGinley Kalsow 
and Associates Inc., is in the 
process of finalizing plan- 
ning options for upcoming 
renovations to the current 
Town Hall building. 

The two entities have 
joined forces to develop a 
plan for updating the build- 
ing originally constructed in 
1857. This would not be the 
first time major renovations 
would be made to the build- 
ing with expansions added 
in 1928 and 1987, according 
to the committee. 

To gauge public opinion 
on the matter, THRAC 
launched an online survey 
on May 19 after meeting 
with stakeholders a month 
prior to discuss their spa- 
tial needs.

“Identity 
theft can be among the 
more challenging cases 
to investigate and pros- 
ecute. Information thieves 
can sell or pass data to 
actors in other states or 
other continents. They 
then begin buying things 
with your money or your 
credit.” 

There were more than 17 
million victims of identity 
theft nationally in 2014, 
the last year for which the 
federal government has 
posted statistics, according 
to the DA’s Office.

Anyone who has ever 
visited the South Shore 
Art Center in Cohas- 
set on a weekend day 
has had the pleasure 
of meeting Vir- 
ginia Holloway, the 
soft-spoken, help- 
ful receptionist.

Recently, she took time 
out from greeting visitors to 
the center, and helping some 
workmen with their tasks, to talk 
about the upcoming members show at 
SSAC, in which she has taken part since 
its inception a few decades ago, and her 
amazingly versatile exploration of most 
of the visual arts. 

Called the Blue Ribbon Show, this 
annual event, which opens next Friday 
(July 21), at 6 p.m., offers something 
unique to all the center’s members: the 
opportunity to exhibit their work pub- 
licly, irrespective of each one’s experience 
creating art or level of professionalism. 
Thus, for many, the Blue Ribbon Show 
may be the only exhibit they enter, or, as 
in Holloway’s case, are regular partici- 
pants in area shows. 

A resident of Randolph, and on the 
faculty at Massasoit College, where she 
does tutoring, Holloway’s own education 
— especially in art — has been ongoing 
and encyclopedic, ranging from painting 
classes at the Museum of Fine Arts to her 
current study of digital art online. 

“I love a challenge,” she says, referring 
to the variety of visual arts she has pur- 
sued over her lifetime. 

Among the earliest of these is quilting. 
Having observed when very young “the 
gorgeous quilts” created by her grand- 
mother, Holloway, at first, wondered at 
this strange art.

in the late 1800s by wealthy Bosto 
nians who were seeking an escape 
from the oppressive summer heat. 
Newport had its Vanderbilts, but 
Cohasset could also lay claim to some 
of America’s richest families. During 
the late 1800s and early 1900s, 
many wealthy New Englanders built 
summer “cottages” on Jerusalem 
Road. One of these was Albert C. 
Burrage, attorney for the Rockefellers 
and Standard Oil Company. Bur- 
rage made his fortune first in law and 
then in copper mines. His was a true 
rags to riches story. In less than ten 
years, he moved from a rented home 
in Roxbury to a mansion on Boston's 
Commonwealth Avenue. (Approxi- 
mately 100 years later, New England 
Patriot Tom Brady would for a time 
have his Boston home in just a part 
of this building.) Burrage also owed a 
28 room palatial home in California 
where for two months of the year he

Burrage and 17 other summer 
residents are highlighted in the Soci- 
ety’s current exhibit, on-going at the 
Pratt Building through September.

Grab a good 
book and read 


ummertime and 
S the livin’ is easy. 

Summer is the 
season to relax, kick back 
and enjoy the sunny and 
often-humid weather. Your 
thing could be hanging out 
at the beach, frolicking at a 
local park, taking a much- 
needed vacation or simply 
chilling out at home. 

The body needs rest, 
and on occasion the mind 
needs rest. However, we 
shouldn't take it too far. 

This is a message spe- 
cifically for students. 

Over the summer 
vacation, students who 
fail to read a book or two 
could slip a few notches, 
and when school restarts 
in the fall, their teachers 
may have to spend the 
first few weeks reteaching 
what was already taught, 
especially for students who 
were already struggling. 

Elementary students’ 
performance can fall by 
about a month during the 
summer, according to a 
study conducted by the 
RAND Corporation, and 
the decline is far worse for 
lower-income students. 

A 2007 study from Johns 
Hopkins University in Bal- 
timore found that summer 
slide causes 80 percent of 
the reading achievement 
gap between students of 
higher and lower eco- 
nomic status. 

Most disturbing, it 
appears that summer 
learning loss is cumulative. 

This problem impacts 
all of our wallets. A Forbes 
Magazine article pegs the 
cost to reteach the for- 
gotten material at more 
than $1,500 per student 
each year, or more than 
$18,000 over the course of 
a K-12 career. 

While many districts

offer summer enrichment 
programs to help combat 
the problem, one of the 
best resources is the town 
library. Just about all local 
libraries have summer 
reading programs com- 
plete with special themes, 
and prizes for finishing a 
certain number of books. 

Research shows stu- 
dents who read four or 
more books over the 
summer perform better on 
reading comprehension 
tests when they return 
to school in the fall. That 
prompted the Mass. Board 
of Library Commissioners 
to launch the “What's your 
four?” campaign. 

The campaign encour- 
ages children to read four 
books during summer 
vacation. 

Letting youths pick out 
their own library books 
often makes them more 
engaged. It’s important 
for parents to read to their 
young children and for 
kids to see their parents 
reading on their own. 

Can't make it to the 
library? Pick up an old 
magazine, newspaper or 
grab a book from your 
bookshelf that you've 
already read. 

Read, read, read! Please 
don’t let your brain turn to 
mush this summer. Pick 
up a book and read.

n a clear day, you 
can stand atop 
Allerton Hill and 


view nearly the whole town: 
down Nantasket Beach 
towards Cohasset and out 
across the Atlantic Ocean, 
with lobstermen skirting the 
horizon of Hull Bay. Hull, 

a narrow peninsula jutting 
out from the mainland just 
south of Boston proper, 

has always held a strong 
connection to the ocean and 
Nantasket Beach has long 
been a treasured destina- 
tion for those in the region 
hoping to get closer to the 
sea. 

Despite a celebrated his- 
tory, Nantasket Beach has 
recently been suffering a fate 
like that of many beaches 
across the Commonwealth. 
Many of our state's beaches 
have been slowly, and quite 
literally, losing ground to 
rising sea levels and increas- 
ingly frequent, intense 
storms. On Nantasket, the 
beach’s seawall protects the 
town from pounding surf 
and storm surges; yet, accel- 
erates the beach’s erosion 
over time. Photos from the 
early days of iconic Paragon 
Park only confirm this fact: 
the ocean is slowly but surely 
encroaching on the shore- 
line and the beach is slowly 
but surely being scoured 
away. 


What's more, the clean energy sector 
continues to grow each year. And this 
doesn't even begin to consider how clean 
energy enervates other business sectors. 


The town of Hull has been 
forward thinking about its 
coastal issues and released 
its first Coastal Climate 
Change Vulnerability 
Assessment and Adaptation 
Study, prompting similar 
studies in neighboring 
towns. Familiar locations 
such as Cohasset Harbor 
and Square are 
also threatened; adaptation 
studies predict inundation 
during storm surges and 
rising tides. The consensus 
is the continued, unchecked 
effects of sea level-rise will 
have severe impacts on the 
homes, business, and natu- 
ral resources of our coastal 
communities. 

Yet we have reason to be 
hopeful, as there is proven

reports that more than 
100,000 residents hold 
clean energy jobs in Massa- 
chusetts. These jobs fuel an 
$11.8 billion industry, cover 
2.5 percent of the Gross 
State Product and make 

up 2.9 percent of the state's 
workforce. What's more, the 
clean energy sector contin- 
ues to grow each year. And 


this doesn’t even begin to 
consider how clean energy 
enervates other business 
sectors. 

Hull has taken great 
strides transitioning into 
clean energy. Today, the 
town is proud to host Hull 
Wind I and Hull Wind II, 
which collectively generate 
an impressive 12 percent 
equivalent of its total energy 
use. Together, these turbines 
produce 660 Kilowatts and 
1.8 megawatts of clean, 
renewable electricity. Since 
coming online, they have 
produced over 29 million 
kilowatt-hours. This is equal 
to removing CO2 emissions 
from over 2 million gallons 
of consumed gasoline, over 
4,000 cars on the road, or 
nearly 2,220 homes. 

But of course, it is hard 
to ignore the opportunity 
of clean energy when the 
waves are quite literally 
pounding at your door. Ulti- 
mately, it was the ocean that 
prompted Hull residents to 
ask the inevitable question: 
what can we do to protect 
our community? To answer, 
Hull made a community 
commitment to clean 
energy. And the economic 
benefits have followed 


- low, stable electric rates, 
tourism from across the 
globe, energy conferences, 
and new ideas for innova- 
tion. Though Hull is only 
a small community, it is 
also a community on the 
front lines, experiencing 
firsthand the impacts of 
climate change and sea 
level rise.

SUSPEND RULES TO CONSIDER $40.2 BILLION FISCAL 2018 


BUDGET 


Prior to voting on the budget, the House 115-34, Senate 32-6, suspended 


$40.2 BILLION FISCAL 2018 STATE BUDGET (H. 3800) 

House 140-9, Senate 36-2, approved and sent to Gov. Charlie Baker a con- 
ference committee's compromise version of a $40.2 billion fiscal 2018 state 
budget to cover state spending from July 1, 2017 to June 30, 2018. . 

Baker has ten days to sign the budget and to vetowections of it. It would 
then take a two-thirds vote of the House and Senate to override any vetoes. 
The conference committee version was hammered. A gut after the House and 
Senate each approved different budgets. 

The 6-member conference committee reduced expected state revenues by 
$733 million and made millions in budget "fixes" including $400 million in 
direct cuts from the proposed spending approved by legislators in the origi- 
nal House and Senate version of the budget. Thos€@actions were in response 
to warnings about ever-decreasing revenue projections over the past several 
weeks. 

Supporters said the budget is a balanced one that makes important invest- 
ments in the state while continuing fiscal responsibility and not raising 
taxes. They noted a shortage of revenue will result in some pain in some serv- 
ices and programs but that the budget protects the state's most vulnerable 
citizens. ‘ 

Opponents voted against the budget for various reasons: Legislators have 
only had a few hours to read the budget and the vote should be postponed for 
several days; the budget does not make sufficient euts; the budget makes too 
many cuts and does not sufficiently fund many sprite programs and 
services; state spending has grown too much over the past few years; and bil- 
lions of dollars of taxpayer money is going to government services for illegal 
immigrants.

The measure provides for automatic job suspension of the offender. 

Another provision provides for prosecution of any person who induces or 
encourages any public employee to violate his or her oath. The bill is not 
sponsored by any legislator and was filed by private citizen Mark Thomas of 
Boston.

PROFIT FROM CRIMINAL ACT (S 797)- Restricts the ability of convict- 
ed criminals to profit from their notoriety.

The next recital in the 
St. Stephen’s Summer Car- 
illon Concert Series will be 
held on Sunday, July 16 at 
6 p.m.

“The carillon is a unique 
instrument,” says John

“You cannot help yourself 


‘as you walk or ride past 


St. Stephen’s Church when 
the bells are playing. I 
think everyone stops to 
listen, at least for a few 
moments, before passing 
on. 

The St. Stephen's 
Carillon has 57 bells. The 
carillon is designed to be 


played from a keyboard 
using two hands and feet. 


The bells themselves are 


stationary, only the clap 
pers inside the bell move. 
Each clapper is attached to 
a key on the keyboard, and 
using the fists the per- 
former hits the keys, called 
batons, to move the clap 
per so it strikes the bell. 
Bells are very subtle, and 
can play very quietly as 
well as thundering loudly, 
depending on how hard 
the baton is depressed by 
the fist. 

“I am certain that many 
people do not know that 
each time they hear our 
carillon it is being played 
live, by a real person,” 
says Whiteside. “There is 
nothing ‘automatic’ about 
our carillon. It can only be 
played by someone sitting 
before the keys, or in this 
case by two someones.” 
The playing chamber is 
housed right below the 
bells in the tower of St. 
Stephen's Church. Tours 
of the playing chamber are 
offered after each recital 
on Sunday evening.
